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FRESH MOVE TO 
TACKLE FLOODING

A VILLAGE near Oswestry reg¬ 
ularly hit by flooding problems 
could be thrown a crucial life¬ 
line with proposals to raise 
strategic roads in the area. 

Residents in Melverley are used to 
the fields in the area being flooded for 
weeks in winter with occasional prob¬ 
lems with the roads. 

But this year has been one of the wettest on 
record and the roads in and out of the village 
have been passable only by 4x4 or agricultural 
vehicles for days at a time. 

Now meetings are being held to see whether 
the worst affected roads can be improved before 
next winter. County councillor for the area Ar¬ 
thur Walpole is calling for engineering works on 
the roads in and out of Melverley. 

He is meeting with Shropshire Council engi¬ 
neers to look at how the routes can be raised so 

n they are above average flood 
levels. 

Councillor Walpole said: 
“Melverley is on the Shrop¬ 
shire flood plain and, as such, 
it will see fields and land 
flooded. The community is 
used to living in a flood area. 

“However this year has 
seen a prolonged flood and 
the roads have been under 
Arthur Walpole water more than usual. 

“The area plays a vital part 
in ensuring that towns downstream - Shrews¬ 
bury, Ironbridge and beyond - do not flood. 

“I feel that it is the least that Shropshire 
Council should do to ensure that the people of 
Melverley can get in and out of their village. 

“It is a difficult time financially for Shropshire 
Council and the budget is being scrutinised in 
detail. 

“We are talking to the roads engineers to see 
what steps could be taken to raise the roads and 
where the funding for that work can be found.” 

A licensee who is helping to spearhead the 
calls for the roadworks has been using his vehi¬ 
cle to help neighbours struggling to get through 
the floods. 

John Bewley, licensee of the Royal Hill at Ed- 
gerley for 15 years, said this winter had seen 
some roads under water for weeks. 

The road from Edgerley has often been “welly 
top height”, he said. He added: “It started in 
November and carried on until storm Isabelle a 
couple of weeks ago. If certain stretches of the 
roads were raised by just an inch it would help 
and more would be even better.” 

The fresh moves to raise the roads at Melver¬ 
ley come as an 18th century bridge is due to be 
inspected by engineers next week after being 
damaged in floods. Llandrinio Bridge was closed 
at the start of December after floods damaged 
the stonework. Powys County Council reopened 
the bridge to light traffic just before Christmas 
and engineers will visit the bridge on Tuesday to 
determine how to carry out repairs.

Mayor predicts new shop is dressed for success

THE mayor of Oswestry has welcomed the 
opening of another new business - as moves 
to transform the town centre into a Business 
Improvement District took a significant step 
forward. 

Councillor Peter Cherrington said he was 
delighted to formally open The Little Wedding 
Shop in Leg Street on Saturday. The new busi¬ 
ness has created three jobs. 

The mayor said: “It’s good to see another 
empty shop come back into activity. 

“The shop is lovely. I think the layout is 
very neat, it’s bright and they’ve got some 
wonderful ideas. It’s a very friendly shop.” 

Lisa Richardson, who is running the shop 
with business partner Helen Cooksley, said 
she hopes to build up a good reputation and 


customer base over the next few months. She 
said: “It’s going to take time to pick up be¬ 
cause it’s not the sort of shop where you just 
decide to go shopping, but we’re looking for¬ 
ward to seeing things grow.” 

The opening of the shop comes as further 
talks were held on proposals to designate the 
town centre as a Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict, or BID as it is known. Gaining BID sta¬ 
tus will, through a levy on businesses, allow 
other channels of funding to be opened up for 
Oswestry town centre. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce is driving 
the project forward. The group’s chairman 
Jools Payne said she had a “very positive 
meeting” about the proposal with Oswestry 
Town Council Clerk David Preston and Shrop¬ 


shire Council officers on Friday. Mrs Payne 
said: “There remains an appetite amongst 
all parties to pursue the early development 
work required to explore whether the timing 
and conditions are right to pursue a BID for 
Oswestry.” The next stage will be to have a 
meeting with the BID UK organisation which 
oversees BID proposals. 

Mrs Payne said: “This day-long meeting 
follows a very well defined process and scruti¬ 
nises all the important feasibility factors that 
determine whether we progress to the next 
stage and what cost and capacity issues arise 
from that. Personally, I remain cautiously op¬ 
timistic but we are still a long way from firing 
the starting gun on this project.”

POWER 

mrbines decision 
is welcomed by 
campaign group 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans for a 
power line connection across Mid Wales 
and part of Shropshire say they are de¬ 
lighted that plans for a 35-turbine wind- 
farm have been withdrawn. 

They say it indicates that National 
Grid’s controversial Mid Wales Con¬ 
nection Project is unlikely to get off the 
ground. 

Their comments come after Swedish 
company Vattenfall Wind Power Ltd 
said although it is committed in the long 
term to the wind farm at Mynydd Lluest 
y Graig, Llanerfyl, it is not continuing 
at the moment because of what it calls 
“changes to planning policy”. 

The move comes after plans for the Mid 
Wales Connection Project between Cefn 
Coch near Welshpool and Lower Frank- 
ton near Oswestry were put on hold. 

Four out of five applications for wind 
farms that would have fed into a sub sta¬ 
tion at Cefn Coch were refused by the De¬ 
partment of Energy and Climate Change 
last year. 

Jonathan Wilkinson from Montgom¬ 
eryshire Against Pylons said: “We are 
not surmising anything from Vattenfall’s 
decision. However it would seem that the 
company is concerned that the Mid Wales 
Connection will not go ahead.” 

“If the connection is not built then 
there is no physical way that the wind 
farm could feed into the National Grid.”

Homes found for 
refugee families 

SYRIAN refugees being housed in Shrop¬ 
shire will be based in Oswestry and 
Shrewsbury, council chiefs have said. 

Shropshire Councillor Malcolm Price 
said three homes have already been se¬ 
cured in Oswestry - two two-bedroom 
houses, and one three-bedroom house. He 
said Shropshire Council is still seeking 
appropriate housing for refugees in the 
Shrewsbury area. 

About 10 families will be housed in 
Shropshire, with about 50 people in total 
given refuge in the county. 

Councillor Price said the first arrivals 
were expected in Shropshire in April.

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Inquest told of Cheryl's 
'shoot yourself’ remark

A YOUNG soldier found dead 
at Deepcut barracks said to a 
friend “wouldn’t it be really easy 
to shoot yourself” shortly before 
she died, an inquest has heard. 

Private Cheryl James, 18, was dis¬ 
covered with a fatal bullet wound in 
November 1995. She was one of four 
recruits to die at the Army training 
camp in Surrey over a seven-year pe¬ 
riod. 

Months earlier, Private Sean Benton, 20, 
was found dead with gunshot wounds while 
on guard at a perimeter fence. 

A fresh inquest into Cheryl’s death is 
being held after judges quashed the find¬ 
ings of a previous inquest. Yvonne Sneddon 
told Woking Coroner’s Court this week she 
had been drinking on a coach back to Deep- 
cut when Cheryl, whose parents Des and 
Doreen live in Llanymynech, turned and 
made the statement to her. 

She told the inquest: “We were drink¬ 
ing on the bus and just having a joke and 
a laugh, and at one point Cheryl turned 
to me just completely out of the blue and 
mentioned how easy it would be to shoot 
yourself.” 

In court she added: “I asked her why? 
She said, ‘Just if you were going to kill 
yourself it would be really easy’. 

“I said, ‘God no, it wouldn’t be easy’. I 
asked her why she was thinking that. She 
said, ‘If you think about Benton, it must 
have been dead easy, you would feel no 
pain’.” Ms Sneddon said the conversation 
was soon “dismissed” and the pair went 
back to laughing and joking. 

Ms Sneddon said: “I did ask her if she 
was okay. She was very serious, very. As I 
recall it was a complete lull in conversation 
from when we were all jokey. It was a com¬ 
plete lull and then she came out with that 
statement.” 

Ms Sneddon said she thought it was “so 
odd” she reported the exchange to a lance 
corporal, but she could not recall what the 
outcome was because she went on leave the 
following day and was not at the barracks 
when Cheryl was found dead. 

Ms Sneddon later spoke to investigators 
looking into the death. 

She said she felt an official had already 
made up his mind that Cheryl had commit¬ 
ted suicide and was “quite blase” about the 
investigation. 

The hearing continues. 


A WOMAN had to be cut out of her car 
following a crash on the A483 between 
Oswestry and Welshpool. 

The accident, which closed the road be¬ 
tween Llynclys and Llanymynech, hap¬ 
pened shortly before 9.30am on Monday in 
Pant. 

Police officers, paramedics and fire crews 
were called to assist at the crash scene 

A spokeswoman for West Mercia Police 
said: “We were called to a collision involv¬ 
ing a Nissan Almera and a white Mercedes 
van, outside the Co-op shop in Pant. 

“A female in the Nissan was trapped but 


was been released by the fire service. A man 
also sustained injuries but it is not clear 
which vehicle he was in.” 

Four fire crews from Oswestry and Wel¬ 
lington were at the scene, as well as West 
Midlands Ambulance Service. 

The woman was suffering with neck pain, 
while the man had minor injuries. 

Both were treated at the scene before 
being taken to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital. 

A diversion was put in place as the road 
was closed following the collision. 

Meanwhile, in a separate incident a fire 


crew from Oswestry was called out in the 
early hours of Monday to assist in a flooding 
emergency. 

A property suffered water damage follow¬ 
ing the flood in the early hours that affected 
the electrics. 

One fire engine was called from Oswestry 
to Upper Church Street in the town at 
about 3.30am on Monday. 

Firefighters discovered that water was 
leaking inside the property affecting the 
electrics. 

They isolated the main water feed and 
electrics and left the scene at about 4am.

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Man is due 
before court 
over tragedy 

A MAN was due to appear in a mag¬ 
istrates court today (Thursday) 
charged with perverting the course of 
justice following the death of a man 
on his 20th birthday. 

Matthew Jones, of Johnstown, died 
on November 1, 2014, after attending 
a party at the Academy Skatepark 
on Rednal Industrial Estate near 
Oswestry. 

Mr Jones, known as Matty, had 
been celebrating his birthday with 
friends at the party. 

He was taken ill at the party and 
taken to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital, but was later pronounced dead. 

Shortly after Mr Jones’ death, a 
man from Oswestry was arrested by 
West Mercia Police on suspicion of 
manslaughter and supplying class A 
drugs. 

West Mercia Police spokeswoman 
Connie Osborne said: “No further ac¬ 
tion will be taken in relation to a man 
arrested on suspicion of manslaughter 
and supply of controlled class A drugs. 

“However, Crispin James Wrigley, 
aged 39, of Cabin Lane, Oswestry, has 
been charged with committing an act/ 
series of acts with intent to pervert 
the course of justice. 

“He has been bailed to appear at 
Shrewsbury Magistrates Court on 
Thursday, February 25. This relates 
to the investigation into the death 
of Matthew Jones on November 1, 
2014.” 

Councillors thank

THREE councillors cleared of wrong¬ 
doing following an investigation by 
the Government ombudsman have 
thanked the community for their sup¬ 
port. 

Councillors Estelle Bleivas, Heather

A statement from the 
three councillors said: “We would like 
to thank the hundreds of people and 
friends within Welshpool and those 
outside our community who have sup¬ 
ported us over the past few months 
while we were under investigation 
by the ombudsman.

Hillfort campaigners set 
to hold public meeting

PEOPLE worried about housing 
plans near Oswestry’s Iron Age 
hillfort have been invited to an 
open meeting organised by cam¬ 
paigners. 

The meeting organised by the 
Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort or¬ 
ganisation will be held on Saturday 
and comes after a recent weekend of 
hillfort awareness events. 

Campaigners say the community ac¬ 
tivities earlier this month have prompted 
numerous pledges of support from local 
residents worried about the future of the 
historically significant site. 

Kate Clarke, spokeswoman for HOOOH, 
said there would be an update on the cam¬ 
paign following Shropshire Council’s ap¬ 
proval of a housing development, known as 
OSW004, near the hillfort in the authori¬ 
ty’s SAMDev local plan. 

She said: “There will also be a discus¬ 
sion of future action and awareness events 
as the hillfort debacle moves into its next 
phase. 

“Backed by a petition that has risen to 
10,000 signatories, HOOOH is leading the 
fight against housing feared to be a foothold 
for town expansion that could eventually 
devour the hillfort’s setting.” 

She said more than 400 people took part 
in a Valentine’s Day hug of the Iron Age 
monument described by Historic England 
as “one of the greatest archaeological mon¬ 
uments of the nation”. 

Objectors spelt out their feelings about 
nearby housing plans by forming the let¬ 
ters HOOOH on the side of the iconic 
3,000-year-old hillfort. 

A drone captured the scene, taking fur¬ 
ther aerial images as people lined the hill- 
fort’s plateau in a “ring of protection”. 

Saturday’s meeting will take place be¬ 
tween 2pm and 4pm at Hermon Chapel 
Arts Centre in Chapel Street. 

The OSW004 plans would see 117 homes 
built on land off Whittington Road in 
Oswestry. 

Campaigners say the new homes would 
affect the setting of the hillfort and views 
to and from the monument. 

The campaigners’ battle was featured on 
national TV this week. 

Presenter and comedian Griff Rhys Jones 
spoke to campaigners in the final episode of 
his Griffs Great Britain TV series, which 
aired on ITV on Monday evening. 


A RECORD number of young musi¬ 
cians will be in Oswestry this week¬ 
end to take part in the town’s annu¬ 
al youth music festival.

David Clough, for Oswestry 
Town Council, one of the main or¬ 
ganisers, said members of the public 
were welcome to watch the competi¬ 
tions free of charge. 

“All are welcome to enjoy what is 
always quality music from talented 
youth musicians. Programmes are 
available from the Guildhall,” he 
said. “Interest and entries have 
increased. Every contestant will go 


home with a commemorative sticker 
created this year by Moreton Hall 
pupil, Emma Barnes.” 

Mr Clough said: “We hold a com¬ 
petition to create a festival logo 
every year. The 2016 competition 
attracted almost 90 entries which 
was terrific. Emma’s winning de¬ 
sign won a certificate and cinema 
voucher.” Banners have been made 
for this year’s Youth Music Festival 
by local blacksmith and town coun¬ 
cillor, Chris Stokes. “Councillor 
Stokes has donated the ironwork 
banners, which will hang at the en¬ 
trance to the churches,” Mr Clough 
said.

Hospital's staff 
happy with care

road bridge 

AN 18th century bridge is due to be in¬ 
spected by engineers next week after being 
damaged in floods at the end of last year. 

Llandrinio Bridge on the B4393 Four 
Crosses to Ford road, was closed at the 
start of December after floods and bad 
weather caused by Storm Desmond dam¬ 
aged the stonework. 

Powys County Council reopened the 
bridge to light traffic just before Christmas 
but engineers had been unable to carry out 
an assessment to see what repairs were 
needed because of continued bad weather. 

An inspection was due to take place last 
week but had to be cancelled because the 
river levels remained too high, but the en¬ 
gineers will now be visiting the bridge on 
Tuesday to determine how to carry out re¬ 
pairs. 

As a result the bridge will be closed from 
9.30am to 4.30pm and diversions will be in 
place. 

Following the damage the bridge was 
closed, with Powys County Council warn¬ 
ing it was at “significant risk” of collapsing. 

Some of the bridge’s key stones had 
been forced out of one of its arches by the 
flood waters and it was reported as having 
“major structural damage” following an in¬ 
spection. 

After surviving the flooding and being 
inspected by engineers, the bridge was reo¬ 
pened with a 7.5 tonnes weight limit and a 
2.5m width restriction imposed. 

Restrictions will remain in place for the 
moment.

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Future of pub in doubt 
because of grants issue 


Report by Sue Austin _ 

A VILLAGE pub near Oswestry saved by its regulars is facing a fresh 
threat because of a lack of grants to turn it into a community venue. 

The Cross Keys in Kinnerley was saved by local builder Les Jones and his 
wife Norma in October. The couple bought the historic building to save it from 
development and gave the community six months to restore it. 

But when the Cross Keys Action Committee started applying for grants it found that 
unless it had a lease of at least 25 years on the building there was no funding available. 

Now the committee has launched an appeal to buy the pub from Mr and Mrs Jones 
and it wants people to step forward to become shareholders. A meeting was due to be 

-i held in Kinnerley Village Hall this evening 
(Thursday) to explain the situation and ask 
for help. 

John Dyson, a member of the action com¬ 
mittee, said: “We need to raise £250,000 to 
buy the building and then we are confident 
we would get grants to restore it. 

“The Cross Keys is not only the hub 
of the community and the centre of Kin¬ 
nerley, it is also an historic building that 
should be saved. 

“I would appeal to all residents and those 
from further afield who would like to see 
this wonderful building restored to con¬ 
sider helping us.” 

“Shareholders would retain a stake in 
the building and, when it makes a profit 
would share in that profit,” he said. 

Ideas already put forward for the Cross 
Keys include a community hub, breakfast 
and lunch clubs and a library. 

In the future the first floor, with its his¬ 
toric wooden structure, could house a man¬ 
ager’s flat and holiday accommodation or 
bed and breakfast. 

The pub was closed after a small fire two 
years ago. Afterwards the owner, a Mid¬ 
lands developer, put in four planning appli¬ 
cations for housing. 

Campaigners fought the applications and 
the parish council helped to have the build¬ 
ing listed and registered as a community 
asset. 

Mr Jones, 75, said when he bought the 
building: “I wanted to show that not all de¬ 
velopers are greedy. 

“If the community can get this place re¬ 
stored in six months then I will let them 
run it at a reasonable rent. 

“Who knows, if they make a success of it 
they might be able to buy it from us.” 

Mrs Jones, 74, said: “It would have been 
terrible if the heart of the village had been 
destroyed. 

“This is the heart of the village with the 
church, shop, school, village hall and the 
pub.” 

This evening’s meeting at the village hall 
is due to start at 7pm. 


Savile victim 
in three-year 
inquiry wait 

AN independent inquiry into sex abuse at 
the BBC failed to interview the key whis¬ 
tleblower until more than three years of 
investigations had taken place. 

The BBC commissioned retired judge 
Dame Janet Smith to conduct a “thorough” 
review in 2012 but she had no contact with 
Karin Ward, who is from St Martins near 
Oswestry, until January - just weeks be¬ 
fore its publication today (Thursday). 

Miss Ward, 57, was one of the first to 
publicly unmask Jimmy Savile as a serial 
paedophile and rapist - a scandal which 
sparked the biggest crisis in the BBC’s his¬ 
tory. The mother-of-seven has told how she 
was forced to perform sex acts on the Jim’ll 
Fix It star in the back of his Rolls-Royce, 
and saw Gary Glitter having sex with an 
underage girl in Savile’s BBC dressing 
room, during the filming of his show Clunk 
Click. 

She also said she was groped by Freddie 
Starr when she was just 15. Mr Starr was 
cleared after an 18-month investigation but 
lost a libel case against Miss Ward last year. 

Dame Janet interviewed Miss Ward on 
January 18 - less than a month before the 
completed report was handed to the BBC 
and days after a leaked version showed that 
the review was already on track to exoner¬ 
ate the BBC for the decades of abuse on its 
premises. 

Victims of his decades-long abuse have 
dismissed the inquiry as a £10 million 
“whitewash”. 


Ex-MP tells of facial surgery

FORMER Montgomeryshire MP Lembit 
Opik has been “given a second life” after 
radical facial surgery he said he hoped 
would transform him into George Clooney. 

The Liberal Democrat politician, who has 
dated weathergirl Sian Lloyd and Cheeky 
Girl Gabriela Irimia, showed off the results 
of the NHS surgery to fix his “wonky face” 
which he sustained in a horrific paragliding 
accident 18 years ago. 

Speaking on This Morning, he said: “I fell 
about 30 yards, 28 metres, and broke my 
back in 12 places, my ribs, my sternum, my 
jaw. We didn’t realise I’d smashed my jaw 
because I was that close to death.” 

He said the way his broken jaw healed 
was “frankly a nightmare... constant pain, 
not able to eat properly and my teeth 


were disintegrating”. Mr Opik underwent 
“life-changing” surgery in January which 
moved his jaw 14mm to the left and 6mm 
up. “They basically cut the bottom of my 
face off and put it back on again,” he said. 

Talking to Holly Willoughby and Phillip 
Schofield, he revealed that he had burst 
into tears on waking up after the operation 
and was now undergoing counselling to ad¬ 
just to his new face. 

He said: “I remember how I felt at the 
time (of the 1998 accident) when my ex-girl- 
friend Sam was sitting with me and I said to 
her I loved her and I thought that might be 
the last thing I say to anybody. So I’d car¬ 
ried 18 years of that near death experience 
with me and I cried my eyes out (after the 
operation).”

Celebrations to mark Air 
Ambulance silver jubilee 


A life-saving charity that 
receives no state funding 
is marking a milestone. 
Report hy RACHEL JEHKIHS. 

IT is a vital service that saves 
thousands of lives every year 

- and Midlands Air Ambulance 
crews are always ready for the 
next call out. 

As if to prove the point, no sooner 
had the press call to celebrate the 
charity’s 25 years of service finished, 
the air ambulance was airborne 
once more and on its way to its next 
emergency 

A woman had been thrown from her 
horse in Telford, but in this case al¬ 
though the air ambulance attended it 
wasn’t required. 

The lifesaving charity is based at RAF 
Cosford and, since launching in 1991, has 
been called out 43,000 times. 

The helicopter can be called out six 
times a day - and it costs £2,500 for each 
of the 2,500 call outs made every year. 

Calls can range from attending to casu¬ 
alties badly hurt in road crashes to rescu¬ 
ing people from clifftops. 

One of the biggest emergencies the 
charity has been called out was the Alton 
Towers Smiler crash in June last year. 

A crew from Cosford was sent to the 
scene, where they helped save the life of 
teenager Leah Washington. 

Tom Waters, David Cooper and Ben 
Clark were given a Pride of Britain 
Award for their actions at the Stafford¬ 
shire site last year. 

Speaking about the award, Mr Waters 

- who was born and bred in Ludlow - said 
it was humbling to receive it but it was 
just another day at work for him. 

But air ambulance CEO Hannah 
Sebright said the tragic accident at the 


is vital. The 25-year-old, who is getting 
ready for Rio 2016, said: “I think what 
the air ambulance does is incredible, and 
what they did at the Alton Towers crash 
was amazing. 

“What they do on a daily basis is excel¬ 
lent and the amount of lives they saves 
goes to show that. 

“When I was approached by the char¬ 
ity to be an ambassador I couldn’t say 
no, and I have been helping the charity 
for about two years now.” 

Dave, 57, from West Bromwich, said: 
“I was given the opportunity in August 
2015 to be an ambassador and I felt hon¬ 
oured to be asked. 

“The work they carry out is vital and 
if I could just show a little bit of support 
then I am glad to help. 

“I feel like it is incredibly important 
for local people and even businesses 
need to realise just what these paramed¬ 
ics and doctors do.” 

One person who cannot thank the ser¬ 
vice enough is Sue Tame, from Oxley in 
W olverhampton.

how important the service - which re¬ 
lies on donations from the public and 
the time given by volunteers - is. 

She said: “I am incredibly proud of 
Tom, David and Ben for what they did 
on that day, and I am so proud they 
were recognised for their work. 

“But to them it was another day at 
work and they got on with it as they 
would any other call. 

“The difference with the Alton Tow¬ 
ers accident is that people now see how 
vital our service is. 

“We were the first emergency re¬ 
sponse there that day, and they worked 
endlessly to make those poor teenagers 
safe. 

“They did not let anything faze them, 
and they are just such a great asset to 
us.” 

Ms Sebright said the work some of its 


volunteers do is amazing and the char¬ 
ity could not continue to do what it does 
without them. 

She said: “We are incredibly proud to 
run such a fantastic charity and I am so 
honoured to be apart of it. 

“But we could not do what we do on 
a daily basis without the incredible sup¬ 
port we get from our donors and volun¬ 
teers. 

“Some of the work they do is amazing 
and the money they raise is vital for us. 

“I think the Alton Towers accident 
made people more aware that we are 
not funded by the Government.” 

The charity has also attracted a 
number of local celebrities to become 
ambassadors for it, including Telford 
paralympian Mickey Bushell and blind 
marathon runner Dave Heeley.

My column this week is about 
the behaviour of politicians.

What great news this week 
that BT is to create 1,400 ap¬ 
prenticeship and graduate roles 
across the UK and even better 
news that some of those roles 
will be created at the internation¬ 
al monitoring centre at Oswestry. 

It has been revealed that roles 
will range from cybersecurity 
and software development to 
research and innovation, provid¬ 
ing brilliant opportunities for the 
youngsters of the area. 

BT is investing billions of 
pounds on the roll-out of super¬ 
fast fibre broadband and some 
of the new recruits will work on 
that programme as the company 
seeks to help the UK maintain 
its leading position among major 
European nations. 

The news on apprenticeships 
is fantastic.

Worried that 
the Catholic 
tradition may 
be under threat 

THERE are two divergent trends in 
Christianity: one claims a once-for-all rev¬ 
elation, immutable in essence but open 
to modification by the interpretation of 
hindsight; the other throws this aside by 
a claim of continual revelation from the 
Holy Spirit. 

The first is the Catholic faith which de¬ 
pends for its continuity upon tradition. 
The second is the Protestant way which 
has benefitted from Calvin, Luther, Huss, 
Knox et alia but, in the extreme, leads to 
Joseph Smith and Mary Baker Eddy. An¬ 
glicanism is unique in binding together 
both of these strains in one church organ¬ 
isation but, increasingly in recent years, 
the Catholic strain has been under severe 
pressure and needs cosseting. 

All Saints, Castlefields, is the only 
Catholic parish for miles around, so form¬ 
ing a focus for Catholics, together with its 
parish responsibilities.

Car seat clinic 
service offered 

PARENTS and carers are being urged 
to take advantage of car seat clinics. 

Powys County Council’s Road 
Safety Unit will be carrying out the 
free checks to ensure that child seats 
are fitted correctly. 

During 2014/15 the road safety unit 
checked 290 child car seats and found 
189 had faults. The vast majority of 
faults found included wrong seatbelt 
routing, twisted belts or loose seats, 
which may contribute to serious in¬ 
juries in the event of a vehicle crash. 

Sarah Morris, the council’s senior 
road safety officer, said: “Every year 
around 100,000 children in the UK 
are involved in collisions and the fit¬ 
ting of their car seat can have a se¬ 
rious impact on whether or not they 
are injured.” 

The car seat clinics will take place 
from 9am to 4pm on March 8 at Morri¬ 
sons supermarket car park, Newtown; 
March 10 at Morrisons supermarket 
car park, Welshpool; and March 18 at 
Aldi supermarket car park, Llandrin¬ 
dod Wells.

Volunteers taste slice 
of life in The Jungle

VOLUNTEERS who took two 
vans full of donations to The Jun¬ 
gle in Calais have returned home 
with completely changed views 
of the refugee situation. 

Tim Robbins from Chalk CIC in 
Oswestry said when he arrived he dis¬ 
covered “a modern day concentration 
camp where safety is on the inside”. 

He said: ““What would you expect a 
camp with 5,000 impoverished, disparate 
people, mostly young men, to feel like? A 
bit daunting I suppose - scary even? 

“Within the first minute we had all real¬ 
ised that there was a fantastic buzz around 
the place. People were smiling and lots 
were looking busy either cooking or car¬ 
rying buckets of water or bits of hardware 
around. 

“Our van didn’t lock properly, but when 
we headed back to our van at the end of the 
day, as we expected, all our valuables were 
still there along with an iPhone and some 
money on the dashboard. Why? Because 
it is a real community.” Mr Robbins said 
the group was made to feel very welcome 
as they looked for the lady they’d arranged 
to see, Maya. 

“Maya started talking about how the 
camp has evolved naturally to become 
a real community, how the refugees are 
treated by the police and how their rep¬ 
utation for violence and bad behaviour is 
unwarranted,” he said. 

Chalk is now planning another trip to 
take construction materials out to the camp 
and is asking for donations. 

The aid workers are also happy to take 
donations of money so they can buy what 
they need in emergencies and pay their 
rent.

Spotlight on St Martins 


Community is proud of 
its industrial heritage 


THE village of St Martins near 
Oswestiy has a proud indus¬ 
trial heritage and a fantastic 
community spirit. 

Although predominantly an ag¬ 
ricultural area, coal was mined in 
St Martins for several centuries. 

The collieries at Ifton, Chirk Bank, 
Quinta, Trehowell, Moreton Hall and 
Preesgweene were, geologically, an ex¬ 
tension of the Denbighshire coalfield. 

Coal production ceased in the area 
with the closure of the last remaining 
colliery in the area at Ifton in 1968. 

Ifton was the largest colliery in 
Shropshire and its workings crossed 
the border into Wales. 

The village’s industrial history is 
celebrated and remembered through 
the continuing success of the Ifton 
Colliery Band. 

Ifton Colliery Band was formed in 
1916 by the miners of the Ifton Col¬ 
liery. 

Although the colliery closed the 
band has carried on the proud name 
of Ifton and there are still members of 
the band whose families were miners 
in the colliery. 

The village’s mining history forged 
a great community spirit and that is 
still obvious today with more and more 
families choosing to settle in St Mar¬ 
tins. 

St Martins has a variety of ameni¬ 
ties and facilities and a wide selection 
of businesses including public houses 
and takeaway food restaurants and is 
home to Shropshire’s first all-through 
school. 

St Martins School was formed after 
the merger of the village’s Rhyn Park 



Stans Superstore in St Martins houses a Post Office, pharmacy and cafe 

secondary school and its Ifton Heath 
primary school. 

Much of the village’s community life 
take place at the St Martins Centre, a 
multi purpose building with disabled 
access and facilities. 

It contains an activity room, large 
meeting room/lounge area, fully 
equipped computer room with Broad¬ 
band access. 

It also has a fully equipped kitchen 


and changing rooms with shower facil¬ 
ities for sports users. 

The village’s best known business is 
Stans Superstore, a family owned su¬ 
permarket which also houses a phar¬ 
macy, cafe and Post Office. The church 
at St Martins is dedicated to St Martin 
of Tours. The parish was part of the 
Welsh Diocese of St Asaph until 1922 
when it was transferred to the English 
Diocese of Lichfield.

DISGUSTED members of the public 
have complained after finding human 
excrement at a railway station. 

Ian Gomm expressed his anger 
following the discovery, when he 
dropped off his wife Karen at Welsh¬ 
pool Railway Station for her to catch 
the train to Shrewsbury. 

The 69-year-old from Llanfair Caer- 
einion said: “As it was raining, we sat 
in the waiting shelter only to encoun¬ 
ter this disgusting sight and witness 
a lady actually putting her shoe in it. 

“The mess was not made by a dog. 

“They even wiped their backside on 
the seat. I hope there are CCTV cam¬ 
eras and they catch who did this. 

“CCTV would surely prevent inci¬ 
dents like this happening.” 

Welshpool Town Council issued a 
statement regarding the mess, which 
read: “The town council has been 
made aware of the issue of the mess 
in the station shelter. 

“The town clerk has informed Ar- 
riva Trains Wales and has also in¬ 
formed Powys County Council which 
claims that Welshpool does not have 
a problem with antisocial behaviour.” 

Claire Loveday, a spokeswoman 
for Arriva Trains Wales, said the 
company was advised of the issue on 
Sunday and cleared up the mess on 
Monday. 


SPINAL surgeons at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital have been presented 
with a new state-of-the-art operating 
microscope which has been funded by 
donations. 

The £72,000 microscope has been 
presented by the hospital’s League of 
Friends, which raised the full cost. 

Made by Zeiss, the microscrope is 
expected to have a lasting impact on 
surgical results and training opportu¬ 
nities for staff. 

Mr Shashank Chitgopkar, a consult¬ 
ant orthopaedic spinal surgeon at the 
hospital, said: “It gives you a much 
higher level of magnification than a 
normal microscope, and when you are 
in a field like spinal surgery that is 
important. 

“It means, for example, that we are 
far less likely to injure any nerves dur¬ 
ing a procedure. From a safety point of 
view it is crucial.” 

He said the microscope will also be 
invaluable for training purposes. 

“If you are working in a small area 
during a procedure then your assis¬ 
tant may not be able to see what is 
happening. 

“That is especially a problem if you 
are trying to train someone,” he said. 

“The microscope allows us to trans¬ 
mit detailed pictures onto a screen so 
that everyone can see what is going 
on. 

“We can record procedures as well 
to review them later on. 

“This one is the best you can get 


and it will hopefully last us for many 
years to come.” 

Victoria Sugden, manager of the 
League of Friends, said the group was 
delighted to have been able to support 
such a significant project for the hos¬ 
pital. 


“It’s one of the largest single dona¬ 
tions we have ever made but it was 
clearly more than justified,” she said. 

“As soon as we were approached 
and told about the importance of this 
piece of equipment, we knew it was 
something we wanted to support. 


“We are delighted that it is here and 
making a difference to patients. 

“We are grateful to all our volun¬ 
teers who work tirelessly to raise 
funds. It is their commitment and ded¬ 
ication that makes a donation of this 
scale possible.”

Turbine proposal 
is shelved for now 
by energy firm 



Mid Wales campaigners have been battling the wind farm plans

THE developer behind a 
35-turbine wind farm has 
withdrawn the plans. 

The proposals to build the 
122.5MW Mynydd Lluest y Graig 
windfarm at Llanerfyl, near Llan¬ 
fair Caereinion, have been pulled 
following “changes to planning 
policy”. 

But Vattenfall Wind Power Ltd, 
which started its scoping report and 
consultation into the scheme in March 
2014, said it “remains committed” to 
the scheme and development of the 
wind farm. 

The wind farm would have relied 
on a grid connection being provided 
by Scottish Power Energy Network to 
National Grid’s Mid Wales Connection 
Project. 

But the project was designed to con¬ 
nect a number of wind farms in Powys 
to the grid, and when four out of five 
were refused by the Department of En¬ 
ergy and Climate Change last year, the 
scheme was suspended. 

Now, the company will wait to see 
the result of any appeals over the 
DECC decision before returning to 
any plans. 

If the connections aren’t needed, the 
power link project won’t go ahead - 
meaning the proposed Mynydd Lluest 
y Graig wind farm would have no way 
to connect to the National Grid. 

The Llanerfyl windfarm was in the 
pre-application stage of the Nationally 
Significant Infrastructure Projects 
process. 

The Swedish developer had hoped to 
submit a Development Consent Order 


application by the summer next year 
which would have seen a Government 
planning inspector decide whether or 
not it could go ahead. 

Vattenfall’s plans would have seen 
turbines of up to 135 metres built on 
the land, and a 3D model had been put 
on display to the public to allow people 
to see what it might look like. 

But the scheme had come under fire 
from some residents who felt it could 
have a significant visual impact on the 
area. 

Energy minister Andrea Leasdom 
refused planning permission for an 
overhead power line and windfarms in 
Llanbadarn Fynydd, Llaithddu, Lla- 


nbrynmair and Carnedd Wen in Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

That decision was taken after a 
year-long planning inquiry into the 
power plans. 

Campaigners on both sides of the 
Powys/Shropshire border fought 
against the power plans. 

They said the wind farms would 
create an eyesore in the Mid Wales 
countryside. 

And they said if the wind farms were 
given the go-ahead, the 33-mile power 
cable required to take the energy from 
Mid Wales to Shropshire would create 
a further eyesore and decimate the 
tourism industry.

Jobless figure is 
on the rise again 

THE number of unemployed people 
in Oswestry has risen for the second 
month running. 

However, Jobcentre bosses have 
said things are looking up with new 
jobs being created at the edge of town 
business development. 

Figures for January showed there 
were 418 people out of work, which 
is up by 50 people on the previous 
month. Gareth Niblett, Jobcentre 
work services manager said: “This is 
a historical pattern due to people fin¬ 
ishing the temporary seasonal jobs. 
We’ll now do all we can to get them 
back into a job quickly. 

“We are in the early stages of dis¬ 
cussions with OK Diner and Country¬ 
wide about their new ventures and we 
are now coming to an end on a Secu¬ 
rity Industry Authority (SIA) Licence 
training programme and are hopeful 
of 10 people starting jobs in the secu¬ 
rity industry.” 

The figures were representative of 
Shropshire as a whole, where there 
was an increase of 321 people claiming 
out-of-work benefits. 

inspector rejects 
planning appeal 

AN appeal against a decision to refuse 
planning permission for seven homes 
in Hindford near Oswestry has been 
dismissed by the planning inspector. 

Shropshire Council threw out the 
application for the homes on a field 
adjoining Valve House last year as the 
site was outside the guidelines of its 
planning policies. 

The applicant, Edward Goff, had 
appealed as he claimed the develop¬ 
ment was sustainable and would fit 
the character of the area. 

But planning inspector Beverley 
Doward agreed with Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and ruled that the development 
would not be sustainable having re¬ 
gard to its effect on the character and 
appearance of the area and the acces¬ 
sibility of services and facilities. 


Jail for motorist who 
drove

A MAN who was caught driving 
at more than 10Omph on a main 
road through Mid Wales has 
been jailed for 10 months. 

Carl Edwards was planning on tak¬ 
ing his own life in the moments lead¬ 
ing up to his arrest, Mold Crown Court 
heard yesterday (Wednesday). 

Edwards, who had taken an overdose of 
diazepam told police that he had thought 
about causing a crash, but did not want to 
“put that on another person”. 

Edwards, 38, of Aurilius House, Gwer- 
syllt, near Wrexham, admitted dangerous 
driving on the night of October 6 last year, 
failing to stop and failing to provide a spec¬ 
imen of breath. 

He was jailed for 10 months and banned 
from driving for three years - and was or¬ 
dered to take an extended driving test. 

Prosecutor Emmalyne Downing told 
how police were on the A483 at Welshpool 
when they saw a Volkswagen Golf drive up 
directly behind them and then perform a 
U-turn in the road. 

That forced a lorry to brake heavily and 
swerve onto the nearside grass verge to 
avoid a collision. 

Police followed, caught up with the car at 
the Moors Length and found it travelling 
at lOOmph. 

They put on their blue flashing lights and 
sirens to indicate to the driver to stop but 
he accelerated to about 110 mph. 

It then overtook a lorry on a left hand 
bend in contravention of solid centre white 
lines. 

Police followed from a safe distance and 
he was stopped when he slowed down. 

Andrew Green, defending, said that his 
client had mental health problems but had 
re-established himself. He had previous 
convictions but was turning his life around.

Village hotel 
'loses £6k’ 
because of 
roadworks 

THE owner of a pub and hotel said a 
lack of notice about roadworks taking 
place over a three-week spell cost his 
business at least £6,000. 

Geoff Leigh-Ford, joint proprietor 
of the West Arms in Llanarmon, Dyf- 
fryn Ceiriog, near Oswestry with wife 
Gill Leigh-Ford, has criticised Wrex¬ 
ham Council after discovering he was 
too late to make a claim for a rate re¬ 
duction for a business interruption. 

It comes after the B4500 was closed 
for resurfacing last September. 

Mr Leigh-Ford, 69, described the 
roadworks as a “big nightmare” for 
his business, and said the closure 
was “erratic”. He said: “It caused us 
so many problems, there was a total 
lack of notice, the closure lasted three 
weeks, inconvenience was caused to 
our suppliers and visitors, we rear¬ 
ranged our delivery because of the 
works, and now to top it off, we find 
out the incorrect advice was given to 
us about the rates reduction. It’s re¬ 
ally not acceptable.” 

Mr Leigh-Ford estimated that the 
closure cost his business in the region 
of at least £6,000. 

“To find out there is no form of 
compensation available whatsoever 
despite losing three weeks of daily 
business is hugely disappointing for 
us,” he said. 

Councillor David A Bithell, Wr¬ 
exham Council lead member for 
environment and transport, said: 
“Mechanisms do exist to reduce the 
level of rates payable in the event 
of a major disruption to a business, 
such as prolonged roadworks - how¬ 
ever, this duty falls within the scope 
of the District Valuers Office, which 
is a body of HMRC. Unfortunately, 
by the time Mr Leigh-Ford discussed 
the matter with the District Valuers 
Office, the roadworks were complete. 

“Mr Leigh-Ford is advised to con¬ 
tact the District Valuers Office with a 
view to lodging an appeal.”

LOOKING for love, companion¬ 
ship or a welcoming port in a 
carnal storm couldn’t be simpler 
in a 24-hour digital age of com¬ 
peting apps and online dating 
services. 

You no longer have to practise chat-up 
lines or reject potential suitors face to face. 

A casual swipe of a touchscreen rele¬ 
gates unsuitable matches to the scrapheap 
while an array of winks, woofs, whistles and 
growls alerts the lucky few to your piqued 
interest. 

Based on the book of the same name 
by Liz Tucillo, Christian Ditter’s raucous 
comedy drama follows a group of hapless 
and hopeless romantics in New York City 
as they stumble between one-night stands, 
missed opportunities and chance liaisons. 

It’s a glossy and sporadically hilarious 
portrait of sleeping around in the city that 
never sleeps, populated by attractive and 
wealthy people who spend the best part 
of two hours vacillating about affairs of the 
heart when common sense dictates they 
would be inundated with offers. 

Perky heroine Alice (Dakota Johnson) 
meets her boyfriend Josh (Nicholas Braun) 
at college, but worries that the relationship 
has curtailed her journey of self-discov¬ 
ery. “We need to know what it’s like to 
be single... at least once,” she tells her 
heartbroken beau, enforcing their tempo¬ 
rary separation by moving to the Big Apple, 
where she crashes with her sister Meg 
(Leslie Mann), a paediatric doctor immune 
to the charms of gurgling toddlers. 

Alice lands a plum job as a paralegal at a 
top firm, where she is befriended by spirited 
fellow employee Robin (Rebel Wilson). The 
gal pals join forces in their pursuit of hand¬ 


some bed partners, snagging bar man Tom 
(Anders Holm) and widower David (Damon 
Wayans Jr), who is fiercely protective of 
his young daughter Phoebe (Zani Jones 
Mbayise). 

Meanwhile Meg is caught off-guard by a 
charming younger suitor, Ken (Jake Lacy), 
and commitment-phobe Tom develops an 
infuriating crush on one of his customers, 
Lucy (Alison Brie). 


How To Be Single stomps over similar 
ground to the 2009 romcom He’s Just Not 
That Into You, also based on a book by Tu¬ 
cillo, and is peppered with the usual array 
of heartbreaks and gushing declarations, 
underscored by a toe-tapping soundtrack 
of Taylor Swift, Guns N’ Roses and Avicii. 

Johnson is a likeable, if slightly bland, 
dreamer, not too far removed from her little 
girl lost in Fifty Shades Of Grey, while Wil¬ 


son injects madcap comic energy including 
various ad-libs that elicit the occasional 
belly laugh. Her potty-mouthed riffs in a 
sauna scene are a particular treat. 

Ditter skips merrily back and forth 
between the different characters, drizzling 
closing scenes with emotional syrup, so 
even the unlucky in love are ridiculously 
fortunate in life.

TRAIN YOUR DOG with Greg Burgess 



IN a regular Oswestry and 
Border Chronicle feature, 
local dog expert Greg Bur¬ 
gess is giving hints on good 
animal care. This week in his 
column he gives out helpful 
advice on positive training 
for your dog. 

Many of the old styles of dog 
training relied on dominance, 
becoming the ‘leader’ of the pack 
and at times what can only be de¬ 
scribed as cruelty. 

Largely these methods are now 
rightly considered as outdated and 
less effective than using the more 
modern reward based positive train¬ 
ing techniques. 

The method I use for positive train¬ 
ing techniques I call ‘Triple P’. 


This stands for positivity, patience 
and perseverance. 

Using a positive approach to train¬ 
ing is vital in developing a happy, con¬ 
fident and loyal dog. 

Take basic recall as an example. 

If when you recall your dog it gets 
rewarded with love, affection and a 
nice treat it is going to be far more 
likely to come to you in future than 
if you shout at it or even worse physi¬ 
cally chastise it. 

Ignoring 

As a general rule you should be ig¬ 
noring the behaviour you don’t like 
and rewarding the behaviour you do. 

If you start this approach with an 
eight-week-old puppy you won’t go too 
far wrong. 

However, there will be times when 
you need to stop a dog from continu¬ 
ing with a behaviour you don’t want. 


Chewing is a common problem with 
young dogs. 

Instead of shouting at them when 
they are chewing your best shoes try 
calmly removing the shoe from them 
and replacing it with something they 
can chew such as a bone or dog chew. 

This way you are increasing your 
bond with the dog and slowly teaching 
them what they are allowed to chew. 

As a general rule I like to aim to be 
having positive interactions with my 
dogs at least 95 per cent of the time. 

If you find that you are shouting at 
your dog more than praising it then 
you need to rethink your approach to 
being a more positive and rewarding 
one.

REPORTER Karl Aston joined 
Shropshire students on a Holo¬ 
caust Education Trust visit to the 
Auschwitz death camps in Poland. 

It is said that the only thing necessary 
for the triumph of evil is that good men 
do nothing. 

In 1930s Germany not enough good men 
stood against the Nazis and their rapid rise to 
power would lead directly to the darkest chap¬ 
ter in human history: the Holocaust. 

The attempt by the Nazis to erase the Jew¬ 
ish race from the face of the earth left a legacy 
that is hard to comprehend, with over six mil¬ 
lion men, women and children murdered. 

The Holocaust Education Trust (HET) 
was founded in 1988 and has a mission to 
raise awareness and understanding about the 
Holocaust. One of their ways they do this is 
to take UK school pupils, aged between 16 
and 18, to the Nazi concentration camp of

Auschwitz-Birkenau, letting them see first¬ 
hand the place where over a million men, 
women and children were killed. 

Schools send two pupils and I spoke to 
some of them about what they expected from 
the visit. Tianna Williams, 17, who studies at 
Ellesmere College, said: “I am interested in 
getting a first-hand experience of the place 
and I am sure it will be an eye-opening and 
emotional experience.” 

Alastair Edwards, 17, studies at Oswestry 
School and said the visit would be a once in a 
lifetime experience. 

He said: “I am interested in history, have 
read about the Holocaust and studied at school. 
I will learn a lot more today, but I know it will 
also be a very emotional experience.” 

Another Oswestry School pupil, Josh Mun¬ 
ford, 16, was going on the visit despite having 
to walk on crutches following a rugby injury. 

He said: “I want to understand more, be¬ 


cause I don’t think seeing photographs, watch¬ 
ing TV and reading about it is enough.” 

After landing in Poland we took an hour’s 
bus ride to Oswiecim, a Polish town that once 
had a population of 8,000 Jews, who made up 
the majority of its population. The first place 
we visited was the town’s Jewish cemetery. 
From the cemetery it was a short bus jour¬ 
ney to Auschwitz I, one of the three camps 
in the area, the others being Auschwitz II: 
Auschwitz-Birkenau and the lesser known 
Aushwitz III: Monowitz - which was a forced 
labour camp for the IG Farben chemical fac¬ 
tory. 

Auschwitz I had started out in 1940 as a 
camp for Polish political prisoners, but was 
soon processing more Jews than Poles. Such 
were the numbers of people being brought in 
that another camp was soon needed and one 
was built on the site of Brzezinka, or Birkenau 
(brzezinka means birch trees in Polish). Orig¬ 
inally Aushwitz-Birkenau held prisoners of 
war, but it was later developed to be the main 


extermination camp. The visit included going 
to Aushwitz I and II and as well as having an 
educator, each group of pupils also had a guide 
to take them around the camps.The first thing 
we saw when approaching Auschwitz I was 
the infamous sign ‘Arbeit Macht Frei’, Work 
Makes You Free, which all prisoners walked 
underneath. It was designed to make the peo¬ 
ple sent there believe that hard work would 
lead to them being released. It was part of the 
Nazis continued efforts to hide the truth of 
what went really on there from the people sent 
there for as long as they could. 

At Auschwitz I the most telling details were 
the piles of personal belongings left behind by 
those murdered. Piles of pots, pans, clothing, 
suitcases, thousands of pairs of glasses and a 
staggering 80,000 shoes. 

Auschwitz was always going to be a hammer 
blow to the heart and for me, the tears that 
had threatened finally flowed when I saw a 
photograph of three Jewish children, walking 
hand in hand. 


From Auschwitz I we went on the short, two 
mile bus journey to Aushwitz-Birkenau where 
two things hit you straight away. The main 
gate watchtower is an image we have all seen 
and is synonymous with the Holocaust, but the 
sheer size of the place was the biggest shock - 
here was a camp the size of a town whose only 
product was death. 

On display are hundreds of images of the 
people who were sent here, family photos, 
couples, children, babies; images from a time 
before Auschwitz, before the war, before they 
were labelled for death. 

The final part of the day saw all the students 
gather together for a memorial service led by 
a Rabbi. 

The experience of visiting Auschwitz is emo¬ 
tionally difficult, but it is one I would encour¬ 
age anyone who gets the chance to make. It is a 
day in your life that will stay with you forever. 
Each generation needs to be shown where the 
darkness that lies within the human race can 
take us.

The new Ate- 
ca is a unique combination of distinctive de¬ 
sign, dynamic driving fun, urban versatility 
and compelling utility.

There’s just no mistaking a Toy¬ 
ota Land Cruiser. It’s big, brash 
and in some eyes beautiful and 
with an all-new engine and gear¬ 
box it does just what it says on 
the tin. 

The new 2.8-litre D-4D unit, which re¬ 
placed the 3.0-litre engine last autumn, 
sees focus firmly fall on driveability, 
better torque delivery, lower fuel con¬ 
sumption and reduced C02 emissions 
but this model is still happier off-road. 

The luxury SUV market is becoming a 
crowded place to be with the emphasis 
shifting towards luxuries and refinement. 
And while the bosses at Toyota have gone 
some way down that road they make no ex¬ 
cuses - the Land Cruiser may have seven 
seats and all the new gizmos but it’s overall 
strength remains in being the best work¬ 
horse out there. 

The 2,755cc, 16-valve DOHC engine 
produces a maximum 174bhp (130kWand 
matched with new six-speed automatic 
transmission you can enjoy even more 
pulling power to be delivered, with an extra 
30Nm on tap between 1.600 and 2.400rpm. 
That makes it perfect for pulling the caravan 
or horsebox across any type of terrain. 

The new automatic benefits from control 
systems that help Land Cruiser achieve 
around a nine per cent improvement in 
fuel economy and C02 emissions. On the 
combined cycle the five-door model on test 
could achieve 38.2mpg and C02 emission 
levels of 194g/km. You get a top speed of 
109mph and 0-62 in 12.7seconds. 

Toyota has tried to narrow the gap be¬ 
tween its rivals and even the entry-level 


brash and beautiful 



models now come equipped with DAB digital 
radio, while the options list has been extend¬ 
ed to include Toyota Touch 2 with Go, which 
adds intuitive navigation functions to the 
vehicle’s high-resolution, touchscreen-con- 
trolled multimedia system at an extra cost of 
£750. 

Customers can also specify leather seats 
for the vehicle. On three-door models this 
also includes heated front seats and leather 
door trims (£1,395); on the five-door Active 
the package includes power adjustment for 
the front seats and triple-zone automatic air 
conditioning (£2,795). 

The Icon model also adopts DAB and 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go Plus, adding voice 
command recognition, 3D city mapping 
and a text-to-speech function. At the top of 
the range, Land Cruiser Invincible gains the 
same new features, plus all the elements in¬ 
cluded in a new optional safety pack. 

The safety pack equips the SUV with a 
wealth of features to help avoid accidents 
and support safer driving on and off road. 
These include Adaptive Cruise Control and 
Pre-Crash Safety system; Lane Change As¬ 
sist; Rear Cross Traffic Alert; Blind Spot Mon¬ 
itor; and a Multi-Terrain Monitor, which gives 
a 360-degree view of the vehicle’s immediate 
surroundings. 

A protection pack is also offered for all 
five-door models, adding side mouldings, 
a rear bumper protection plate and a boot 
liner. 

It all sounds great but the result is an inflat¬ 
ed price tag and the Automatic Invincible on 
test hit the road at a cool £55,595. 

I found the Land Cruiser genuinely more at 
home on the country track than on the open 
road, with the feeling that you could tackle 
any obstacle the countryside could throw 
your way. For improved traction over rugged 
terrain, the model benefits from a low-ratio

gearbox and lockable centre differential. 
But it’s still comfortable enough on the 
open road. You sit extremely high up, so 
vision all-round is brilliant, but that means 
a bit of corner lean which needs the driver 
to stay concentrated. 

After a week behind the wheel you 
would soon find yourself at home though 
and in the cabin all the controls are exactly 
where you would expect to find them. 

Inside there’s more space than you are 


ever likely to need, though the third row of 
seats does eat into the massive boot area 
when upright. There’s loads of storage 
space and there were no complaints from 
three hefty six-footers who travelled in the 
back. 

The model on test may be a little out¬ 
side of many price-ranges but you can still 
put a Land Cruiser on the road for under 
£36,000 - and that’s a lot of car for your 
money.

IT PROVED a disappointing day 
for Oswestry II who suffered their 
fourth defeat in a row when beat¬ 
en 22-5 at home to their Old Be- 
dians counterparts in the North 
West League division four (south).
